THE RIVAL RAILWAY ROUTES. 



The Hamilton Spectator is one of the 
few Canadian papers which deal with 
the railway question dispassionate!;^. 
In.its^issue of tho 7th inst. it thus re- 
fer4 to rival routes?" "With regard to 
thS'comparntivo cost of tho two routes, 
the Cflobe mentions that Mr. Flemixo 
"states in his last report that the road 
, terminating at Esquimau on Vancouver 

P Island would cost fifteen to twenty 
milliQns -more than tho xoad.,ternuQat- 
^-'-^ ing at Biirrard Inlot. Mf; ^Oambie esti- 
inates the cost from Yellowhead Pass 
to Port Moody, BuiTard Inlet, at thirty- 
four millions, and from Yellowhead 
Pass to Waddington Harbor at thirty- 
three millions. Mr. MaucusSmitii makes 
the twQ lines thirty-five and thirty-three 
. millions respectively. Those are' the 
pbints between which a fair comparison 
roan be made, for ncitlicr of thorn affords 
a good ocean harbor. Besides tho sav- 
ing of a million or two in cost, it ii; 
possible to ferry a train to Vancouver 
rdLsland' from. Bute. Inlet,, while freight 
seeking an ocean harbor by way of 
Burrard Inlet will have to undergo 
two transhipments, or be diverted 
through American territory to Holmos 
Harbor, Puget Sound, there to build 
up a large American city by Canadian 
enterprise and capital, "while the main 
industries of British Columbia would 
receive no stimulus from the construc- 
tion of the railway." The opinions of 
Mr. SIarcus S.MITH ought to be entitl- 
ed to con.sideration, for ho had special 
charge of the surveys on the Pacific 
Coast for four years, while his superior 
officer, Mr. SANDFonn Flemixg, has 
a very limited personal acquaintance 
with that region. Mr. Flejiinu's choice 
of Burrard Inlot was made, according 
to his own .statement, from motives of 
economy. He wants to spend as 'little 
money as possible for construction and 
'to have as little loss as possible in work- 
ing, while there is no traffic ready. 
But he anticipates tho future construc- 
tion of the lino by Bute Inlet, and 
suggests that a local road on Vancouver 
Island and a branch from Tete Jaune 
"Cache to Fort George could be built 
with the idea of their ultimately form- 
ing parts of a second trunk line. To 
us it appears that the selection of 
Burrara Iidet destroys the likelihood 
of obtaining through trafEo, for it 
makes the route from Liverpool to 
Japan over the Canada Pacific longer 
than by the projected Northern Pacific, 
-and leaves the line without an ocean ter- 
minus exce'p't in the United States terri- 
tory. For many reasons it seerasdesirable 
that Fort George .should bo touched by 
the railvr-ay. The surveyed line of 
railway runs from Ijake Superior in a 
coui'se generally northwest to the Yel- 
i lowhead Pass through the Rocky Moun- 
. tains. A little west of the Pass, the 
Burrard Inlet route turns south, and 
" the Bute Inlet route north, the latter 
.keeping that direction as far as Fort 
George, a point opposite to, and not 
ifar from Pine Eiver Pass. From 
Fort George, railways can be built 
southwest to Bute Inlet, due west to 
Gardner Inlet and Dean Inlet, north- 
west to Fort Simpson, and due east to 
Pine River Pass and the fertile Peace 
River country. SujDposing the present 
j/jBurveyed route east of the Rocky 
Mountains to be adhered to, these are 
s ail roads that will sometime be built. 
Tho lino to Fort George opens com- 
munication with the Cariboo mining 
region. The line to, Bute Inlet leads 
~ to the Nanainio coal fields, and after 
( the building of the Vancouver Island 
railway, to a good harbor, such as Es- 
quimalt, and to the trade of the be.sfc 
^settled portion of the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. The line to Fort Simp- 

• : son opens up a route to Japan 500 

miles shorter than any possible route 
through the United States. Mr. Mar- 
cus Smith appears to favor tho aban- 

^ donraent of tlie surveyed lino botwoen 
liLake Manitoba and Yellowhead Pass, 
and the substitution for it of a line 
running from Northcote to Pino River 
Pass. By consulting tho map it will 
be seen that Nortiicote is a station 029 

...miles from Fort William, on Lake Su- 
perior. Instead of keeping to the 
south, the line projected by Mr. Smith 
.-^would pass up the valley of the Swan 
River for some distance, crossing thn 
main Saskatchewan near Fort a la 
Corne, thence by Lesser Slave Lake 
iiiiuugh the Peace River country to 
Pine River Pass, and so on to Fort 
George. It is claimed that this line 
goes through the most fertile tract in 
t'ae northwest, and that the fertile land 
extends 300 miles nearer to the Rocky 
Mountains than it docs by way of the 
line located tlirough the Yellowhead 
Pass. Though not yet all surveyed, 
enough is known to show that tho dis- 
tance would not be greri ter. and the cor.t 
of bridging, etc., would be less than by

In Hackney there aro 
1,416 indoor poor chargeable to the 
Union, District visitors disclose a 
vast amount of distress, and the funds 
at their disposal are utterly insufficient. 
This is especially the case at Poplar 
and Jlillwall, where thousands of dock 
and other laborers are thrown out of 
employment. S|)italficld, Lime House, 
South Hacknoy, Shadwcll and Hagger- 
htou sull'cr severely. Tradesmen of the 
entire eastern districts are crying out 
about badness of trade, and even 
Christmas wares arc a lic/avy drug in 
tlio market. So severe i.s the distress 
in ilaggerston that cominittes, which 
will be formed for relief, will be great- 
ly crippled through want of funds. 

London, Dec. 23. — ^The uncertainty 
of the Anglo-Russo-Iiidian situation at 
thi.s moment receives less attention in 
England than tho continued depression 
of trade and universal distress of tiie 
working clasHos throughout the king- 
dom. Relief cominitteoH are being 
formed, the jioor-law arrangemcrit.s 
having broken down, as usual, under 
the severe strain. An unprecedently 
bitter winter lias set in, and with snow 
and frost comes the cry of hunger and 
starvation from women and children in 
overy quarter of the land. Christmas 
bells will bo funeral chimes in many a 
once prosperous home. 

London, Dec. 23.— Tlie weather is 
severs throughout Great Britain, there 
being a heavy snosvfall here and in 
many parts of the continent. All the 
railways in North Scotland are blocked 
and trafiic .suspeuded. Trains are 
snowed up.

Tho inhabitants are friend- 
ly. Calcutta nobles of Jellalabad 
came out to meet the British troops.

LoifDON. Dec. 2i. — A dispatch from 
JeUalaba'd, dated the 2ptb, . says that 
5Iaj. Cavagnari to-day received au im- 
portant conimunicationfrom the Ameer, 
the contents of -which have not yet 
been made known. 

A dispatch from Lahore reports that 
Yakoob Khali has been proclaimed 
Ameer by the chiefs of one of the great 
Afg,hau sections. Opinion i-s divided 
as to hi.s future course, but the defec- 
tion of the Ameer's troo])s, who at 
Jellabad oven joined the British, will 
probably compel him to accept tcrni.s. 

A Quottali dispatch says that the 
governor of Candahar has informed the 
Ameer that opposition to the Briti.Mi is 
futile. 

Vienna, Dec. 2-L — Adi.spntcli states 
that Italy has proposed, in the event of 
tranquility not being established when 
the Russians evacuate Roumelia and 
Bulgaria, that joint occupation be un- 
dertaken by the powers not primarily 
interested in the eastern question, 
namely. Franco, Italy and (Jcrmany. 

A Berlin correspondent slates that a 
telegram announces that ])reparations 
are making for the return home of ono 
hundred thousand, of General Todle- 
Len's men. This is regarded as a sure 
sign that a definitive Turko-Russian 
treaty is near being concluded. 

A Berlin dispatch says that Bis- 
marck's letter on the revision of the 
customs tariir advocates the return to 
tho old Prussian principle of duties on 
all imports except raw materials indis- 
pensable for lionie ■industry, and which 
Gernianj dou.s not produce at all, such 
as cotton or produce in insufliciwnt 
quantity. He says the return to a 
.syatoni of universal taxation suits our 
present connnercial and political circum- 
stance.s, and adds that his correspon- 
dents point out the disastrous eflect of 
English iron and other products in 
Germany. 

Bkulin, Dec. 2-t. — Tho govprnmeiit 
is not relaxing precautions against 
evasion of conscription, even to facili- 
tati} the departure of Socialists.
